Ephriam Smithhad a hopper mill used in the tannery at 565] East 20) North street 
in Hebér Utah. This was used for grinding wheal or corn. 


Willi Reynolds. owned and operated a Burr Mill for inf Mour for a time. 
Te Burr Afi? was two Large round stoneswith r grind f groovep. 


Hyrum Dennis (Horner) operated a Grist Mill. 
Brigham Mulliner operated a Grist Mill. 


Mark Jeffs owned and operated a Roller Flour Kill on Provo River; in Midway. 
It utilized water power from a retaining pond, down thru a Slupie box onto 
a horizontal water wheel which in turn turned gears which tupned the rollers. 
Abram Hatchowned and operated a Roller Mill on Center Strept and Mill Lane, eas 
of Heber. This was also operated by water power . SeWeral differen 
operators took charge of if. 


Nels Johnson Purchased the Mark Jeffs Rokler Mill on Provo River| under; the 
name of Peoples Flour Mill. Sons of Nels also helped fhim--—George. 
Ronald, and Ralph. 


John Alesander Anderson owned and operated a Roller Feed Mill an about 800 South] Mai 


Street in Heber Utah. back inie lor. 


Claude Hicken Owned and Operated a Roller flour and feed mill on west 
100 South in Heber, Utah. 


Glade Horner, son-in-law of Claude Hicken, later took over [th e same millj and r&s iF 


with his sons:
